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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments have not been found to be persuasive. The references relied upon by the applicant are 
not state of the art references as of the filing date of the instant application. Applicant has not provided any reference(s) that forms 
sufficient evidence that claimed uses were art-recognized based on activity relied on at the time of applicants' effective filing date. MPEP 
2164.05(a). As explained in the previous office action, the state of the art is not indicative of the fact that treatments of all types of diseases 
encompassed by the instant claims are conventional or well known. Applicant argues that 'claim 1 1 7 is directed to a method of inhibiting raf- 
kinase in a human or other mammal and not a method of treatment claim for any condition, including cancer'. As previously provided, the 
claim is directed towards 'a method for inhibiting RAF-kinase in a human or mammal' - which involves administering of the compound to 
human or mammal and therefore reaches through to the treatment of all types of diseases associated with RAF-kinase. The findings and 
conclusions in the cited publications are with respect to inhibition of RAF kinase and the application of such activity for specific types of 
cancerous growth. The development of the most efficacious strategy for the treatment of cancers is based on understanding the underlying 
mechanisms of carcinogenesis. This includes the knowledge that the carcinogenic process is a multi-step, multi-mechanism process and 
that no two cancers are alike, in spite of some apparent universal characteristics, such as their inability to have growth control, to terminally 
differentiate, to apoptose abnormally and to have an apparent extended or immortalized life span. Since tumor promotion phase involves 
multiple mechanisms, there is no existence of a single therapeutic approach. The evidence of record does not disclose any known 
compounds of similar structure, which have been demonstrated to inhibit RAF-kinase generally and thereby treat all diseases mediated by 
raf kinase; or treat all types of solid tumors, carcinomas, myeloid disorders or adenomas, when the compounds are administered to a 
human or a mammal. 
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
